Dear Roger: Subject: BBC Coverage 

Thank you very much for your letters of 3 and 24 October. 

I would like to send along just a word of acknowledgement and 
reply to each of them to wrap up the subject of these discussions 
prior to my departure from the London Bureau. 


Your letter of 3 October I960 mentions that an examination 
of Headquarters files fails to produce written evidence that FBI3 
agreed to the BBC cuts in coverage in 1954 and that FBI3 simply 
accepted a situation forced upon it. 



Although certainly FBIS was more or less presented with a 
iait accompli in 1954? I think that John is not without grounds in 
saying FEES acquiesced in some of the reductions. The letter of 
11 February 1955 from the Chief of FBIS to the BBC contains an 
attachment which asks that the BBC retain one of two Moscow Polish 
programs? one of two Spanish, and one of two Dutch. By implication, 
I suppose? FBIS concurred in the proposal to drop these and some of 
the other programs mentioned in the letter.
